Coin collectors have much in common with collectors of 
various other sorts of artifacts and antiquities; all are 
motivated by an interest in history and the tangible remains of 
that history. Armenian collectors with an interest in their 
heritage invariably find themselves accumulating all sorts of 
collectibles, not only coins but old books, stamps, paper money, 
carpets, and other items. This phenomenon was recognized in the 
name of the Armenian Numismatics and Artifact Society, an early 
name of the Armenian Numismatic Society. 


Photographs of 19th and early 20th century Armenia have 
become popular collectibles over the past decade, and it was 
unlikely that the specialty would remain unpublished for much 
longer. These photographs will have an intrinsic interest to 
Armenians; they can provide the present generation with an 
authentic glimpse of life as it was in the homeland, its scenery 
and monuments. They have an enormous value to ethnographers and 
art historians, but the average person too will relate to them 
because of the proximity of time. 


Ermakov: Armenia 1910 is the first published volume of 
older photographs of Armenia in which the picture is the central 
feature. Photographic illustrations are scattered in numerous 
turn-of-the-century books, frequently undated and unattributed. 
Here the works of one photographer are collected and identified. 
D. I. Ermskov was a prolific Russian photographer in the early 
years of this century from whose work the present volume was 
selected. He was based in Tiflis and this volume consequently 
covers eastern Armenia. It provides us with a unique view of 
Arve nian life immediately prior to the turbulent upheavals of 
World War I that were to change forever the destiny of that 
region. 


The volume is handsomely produced and reasonably priced, 
and now can be obtained in the United States of America, thereby 
saving the high shipping expense. The views are accompanied by 
a short commentary by Mario Verdone (in three languages) and 
excerpts from Daniel Varoujan's poem "The Song of Bread." 


Although 1910 is not as early as the commentator may believe 
for photography in this region, the book has the advantage that 
it documents the period immediately prior te World War I. 
Ermakov captured on film a world that was about to disappear. 
The pictures are powerful and those who purchase this work will 
easily see why.

BEDOUKIAN, Paul Z. "Coinage of the Armenian Kingdoms of Sophene 
and Commagene," ANSMN 28 (1983), pp. 71-88, pls. 11-12. 


The latest article penned by Paul Bedoukian is eath shattering 
in the field of numismatics. The Armenian coinage, in addition 
to the coins of Cilician Armenia (1080-1375), Kiurke of Lori 
(tenth or eleventh century), the Artaxiads of Armenia (189 B.C.- 
A.D. 6), Crontids of Sophene (260-150 B.C.), also includes the 
coins of Commagene. 

Based on the excavations and inscriptions of Nemrud Dagh and 
historical evidence, the author concludes that the language and 
population of Commagene was just like Sophene and Armenia Major. 
Also Bedoukian shows that the ancestors of Antiochus I are con- 
nected with the Orontids of Armenia and the Achaemenid house; 
the Orontids of Sophene were also related to the ruling dynas- 
ties of Armenia and Persia. 

Bedoukian, upon examining numismatic material available in 
museums and private collections, establishes the following chro- 
nology of the rulers of Sophene and Commagene and their Coins:

Most classicial numismatists assigned all the rulers of Sophene 
to Armenia Major. In the words of the author, "... because the 
names of the rulers of both Sophene and Greater Armenia were 
mixed together, it was hitherto impossible to correctly attribute 
the coinage of Armenia from fifth century to the first century 
B.C." 

Victor Langlois, Ernest Babelon, Barclay Head, Jacque de Morgan, 
and K. J. Basmadjian knew the existence of these coins and ail 
were catalogued, discussed, and illustrated.! All these numisma-

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tists had a good idea that it was e ruling class other than the 
Artaxiad dynasty. However, they did not make an effort to dis- 
tinguish between the coinage of Sophene and Armenia Major. Be- 
doukian's methodology, the number of variants under study, and 
the detailed classification moves the coinage of this dynasty 
out of obscurity and elevates them to the ranks of an Armenian 
dynasty similar to the Artaxiads or the Roupenians. 

The tiaras of Armenia can be seen in the initial form which 
underwent a gradual change and led to the tiara seen on the 
coins of the Artaxiads of Greater Armenia. 

In this article the revelation is the coinage of Commagene. 
Here the coins issued by the kings of Commagene are being con- 
sidered Armenian. 

Invariably, the reader is bound to ask, how about the rest of 
the rulers of Commagene preceding and succeeding Mithridates 
Callinicus and Antiochus I Theos? One only needs to scan the 
pages of numismatic masterpieces created by Ernest Babelon and 
Barclay Head.3 

While discussing the coins of Commagene, Eedoukian states 
",.. Commagene became « Roman province and the coins of the suc- 
ceeding kings are entirely different in style and fabric. They 
are in effect Roman coins, indicating the termination of Comma- 
gene as an Armenian state." According to B. Head, Commagene 
became a Roman province in A.D. 17. Then on the kings of Com- 
magene were very likely assigned by Roman generals or they ase 
cended the throne with Roman approval. The coins of Antiochus 
Epiphanes (4.0. 38-72), his wife Iotape, and particularly the 
coins of their children Epiphanes and Callinicus probably can be 
compared to those of the latter Artaxiad kings. On the reverse 
of two coins attributed to Epiphanes and Callinicus,4 we. see 
a tiara called Armenian by all numismatists°> even though they 
are not identical to the tiara of the Artaxiads. The tiara dis- 
plays fived peaks and is ornamented with a scorpion. Their design 
is reminiscent of those coins issued by Roman genrsral Marcus An- 
tonius (43-34 B.C.) which depicts the Armenian tiara adorned with 
eight pointed stars.6 However, the name of a Roman emperor or 
general does not appear on these Commagenian coins. These coppers 
can be considered as Commagenian as the coins of Tigranes and 
Erato were considered Artaxiad. In the opinion of this reviewer, 
the rest of the coins of Commagene, if not all, at least those 
bearing the Armenian tiara, should have been a part of this cata- 


logue.

ARMENIAN NUMISMATIC BIBLIOGRAPHY AND LITERATURE, by Y. T. Nercessian. Los

In the foreword the author states that the purpose is to list all Armenian numismatic 
bibliography (1980 inclusive) with abstracts of their content within one volume. However, the book 
is more than that. 

In the acknowledgement section he credits the individuals who played key roles in the prepara- 
tion of this work. Additionally, he lists the institutions or personnel who were kind enough to send 
him numismatic literature during the past ten years from a host of cities in more than twenty coun- 
tries. 

The section on periodicals (@ 200) lists all the magazines, journals, monthlies, and papers which 
are referenced in the bibliography section of each subject. 

The format is a derivative from the bibliographical style of the American Numismatic Society 
Numismatic Literature and the Library of Congress National Union Catalog. Each publication is 
assigned an abstract number, entered under alphabetical order by its author’s name, and is followed 
by the bibliographic information pertaining to it. When the subject is in a language other than 
English or a Western European language, the title is romanized and its translation is bracketed; 
this is followed by the title and author’s name in the native alphabet as printed in the original 
publication. Here it is worth noting that the Library of Congress scholarly transliteration system is 
utilized for Armenian, as well as Arabic, Georgian, Greek, and Russian romanization. This type of 
transliteration system is not easy to read but necessary for scientific work. The author has taken 
great pains and has prepared all of these transliterations very patiently and meticulously so that he 
can offer the public a treatise which can be studied and used as a comprehensive numismatic 
bibliographic instrument. 

All of the literature abstracted are not necessarily scholarly numismatic material. The author has 
benefited from numerous works published in peripheral fields such as history, art, daily news, etc. 

Abstracts about the content are prepared bilingually, both in English and Armenian. Material 
found in Armenia and other parts of the Soviet Union, not accessible to the author, have been 
abstracted by Kh. A. Mousheghian and H. V. Sarkissian of the State Museum of Armenian 
History, Yerevan. 

The literature compiled in this bibliography include the Arabic, Armenian, Azerbaijani, Danish, 
Dutch, English, Finnish, French, Georgian, German, Greek, Italian, Latvian, Polish, Roumanian, 
Russian, Spanish, Swedish, and Turkish languages. 

Most subjects are grouped under typological sections. In addition, there are subjects which have 
broad definitions; these are classified in general sections. Some have not fit in either category. The 
subject index provides references to abstracts in relating fields. 

The chapters where the numismatic publications (more than 1300) are reviewed and their 
abstracts printed, include the following: general references, bibliography sources, numismatics — 
education and teaching, numismatics in allied fields, history, hoards, collections acquired by the 
State Museum of Armenian History, sale and auction catalogues, and miscellaneous; general 
numismatics and - ‘orks covering multiple periods; the period of ancient numismatics (sixth century 
B.C. to fourth century A.D.), general works, satraps, Orontids, Artaxiads, Roman coins and 
medallions relating to Armenia, and Armeno-Iranian; the period of medieval numismatics (fifth to 
eighteenth century), general works, Kiurke, Cilician Armenia, Armenian rulers in the Byzantine 
Empire, and Islamic coins struck in the cities of historic Armenia; the Republic of Armenia and sur- 
rounding years (1918-1924); tokens; seals; medals; and reviews where only the bibliographies are 
listed. In the appendices are found the Library of Congress transliteration key for the Armenian 


alphabet, chronology of the Armenian dynasties, and the legends of the Artaxiad and Cilician 
Armenian coins. 

The vast subject index, covering as much as 44 pages, is unique in its kind. Next to each 
monarch’s name his regnal period and dynasty are mentioned. Because of numerous names given 
to the same Armenian coin by different numismatics, the author has chosen to give the description 
of each Armenian coin represented in the index. 

The index of more than 600 author names is the chapter which closes the book. 

But why to spend more than twelve thousand man-hours in ten years and thousands of dollars for 
research just to publish a book on Armenian numismatic bibliography? Y. T. Nercessian feels that 
most of these publications are not easily accessible to the scholar and the collector. Some of them 
are extremely difficult if not impossible to locate. A bibliography with an abstract of each title will 
enable the student to research his topic within a short span of time which would normally have 
taken him weeks or even months and much more resources than the cost of this book. A word of 
caution here: the book is not written to replace the literature on Armenian numismatics, but to aid 
the student to carry on his research more efficiently, and save precious time in selecting all the 
titles necessary in preparation of his works. 

Armenian Numismatic Bibliography and Literature is a must for the student of numismatics who 
is interested in the history of Armenia, Transcaucasia, Asia Minor, and finally the history of the 
Near and Middle East. Here the history of Armenia and the Armenian people is portrayed through 
the eyes of numismatics spanning more than two thousand five hundred years.
